ANSWER: Nefertiti s husband, the Pharaoh Akhenaton, 
ruled Egypt between 1387 and 1366 B C. and was one of the

stand with a simple worship of Mon the sun mote Aton's 
rays coming down in left hand picture). Although Egypt 
later went back to the older ideas. Akhenaton is regarded 
as a great pioneer in the way most of us think today.
